Translator’s Introduction: Concerning this book, the great Shavkh 'Abdul 'Azeez ibn Baaz rahimahullaah was asked a 
question; it was said to him that there are some people who say that the book Al-'Aqeedah At-Tahaawiyyah does not 
represent the ' aqeedah of the Salaf and that it contains mistakes and especially the explanation of the book, so is this 
correct? 

So, Shavkh Ibn Baaz rahimahullaah ta'aalaa replied, 'No, this is not correct. It does contain mistakes which are few and 
the explainer has pointed these out; Ibn 'Abil-'Izz in his large and famous explanation has pointed out the mistakes in it. 
The one printed with the checking of Ahmad Shaakir and Shavkh Naasiruddeen al-Albaanee and his explanation, then 
this book is something tayyib - good and mufeed — something containing benefit, and it is a Salafee book.” Then he goes 
on to comment on the explainer of the book: Ibn 'Abil-'Izz. He said, “And he was one of the students of Ibn Katheer 
rahimahullaah and the mistakes contained in the text of the book are few and they have been pointed out by the 
explainer.” This is quoted from the Shavkh’s book: As-Siyaasatush-Shar' eeyyah page 200. 

A brief biography of the author 

As for the author of the book, Al- 'Aqeedah At-T ahaawivyah. the original compiler of the book, the writer of this treaties 
on 'aqeedah, he was Aboo Ja'far Ahmad ibn Muhammad ibn Salaamah at-Tahaawee al-Azdee al-Misree, a scholar of 
Egypt (Misr). The ascription by which he was famous ‘at-Tahaawee’ is an ascription to a town in Egypt, Tahaa. 

He was born in the year 239 after the hijrah, and he learned knowledge of fiqh from his maternal uncle Ismaa'eel ibn 
Yahyaa al-Muzanee who it is said is the foremost student in fiqh of Imaam ash-Shaafi'ee. Then later on, he studied fiqh 
under a Hanafi Qaadee in Egypt who was Aboo Ja'far Ahmad ibn Abi Imraan. So having learnt the fiqh of Imaam ash- 
Shaafi'ee then he learnt the fiqh of the Hanafi madhhab. However, he was not a muqallid (blind-follower), blindly sticking 
to the madhhab of Aboo Haneefah. 

Indeed, it is mentioned about him that one time he was asked a question and he responded to the question and when he 
answered then somebody pointed out to him, “this is not the saying of Aboo Haneefah.” 

So he said, “Is that everything that Aboo Haneefah said that I have to say?” 

So the other person replied, “I didn’t think except that you were a muqallid (blind- follower).” 

So he said, “Does anybody blindly follow except a blind partisan (someone blinkered with one blind view)?” 

So, he was a famous scholar and a Hanafi but not a blind follower. 

He wrote many works and amongst them were works in hadeeth such as: Ma'aanee al-Aathaar (jb\JI v_sola*>), Mushkil al- 
Aathaar (jb\JI JSAco), Ahkaam Al-Qur.aan (ulgdl />ISAI) - a book about the rulings of the Qur.aan; and this treatise 
which came to be known as Al-'Aqeedah At-T ahaawivyah (ti^LaJoJI ojuitsdl) and he wrote other books as well. 

Concerning Imaam At-Tahaawee, Ibn Katheer said in Al-Bidaayah wan-Nihaayah, “He was one of the reliable people, 
the firm ones and one of the great memorizers who were foremost scholars.” 

And concerning him, Imaam Adh- Dh ahabee said in Siyar A'laam an-Nubalaa. that at-Tahaawee was the imaam, the 
great scholar, the great haafi. g (preserver and memorizer). He was a muhaddith — a scholar of hadeeth of Egyptian towns 
and he was their faqeeh (jurist). 

He died, rahimahullaah, in the year 321. 
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In the Name of Allaah the Extremely Merciful, the Bestower of His Mercy 

All praise is for Allaah the Lord of the whole of creadon and may He extoll and send salaam, peace 
and security upon the trustworthy Prophet, our Prophet Muhammad and upon his true followers 
and companions and whoever follows them upon goodness right up until the Day of 
Recompensing. 

To Proceed: These are some brief notes upon the text of Al-'Aqeedah At-Tahaawiyyah. They have 
been transcribed from the tapes of the lessons which I delivered upon this text in (the city of) Taa.if. 
I have looked over them and done some corrections upon them and some amendments and then 
given permission that they be printed and published hoping that benefit can be derived from them. 
And whoever sees any mistake that has come from me then I hope that he will inform me of that, 
and that there will be reward for him with Allaah. And I ask Allaah that He should place in this 
action that which would benefit the Muslims.

[1] This is a mention of an explanation of the aqeedah, (the creed and the belief) 
of Ahlus-Sunnah wal-Jamaa ah (the people of the Sunnah and the Jamaa'ah), 
upon the way of the scholars of Fiqh (the jurists of this religion): Aboo 
Haneefah an-Nu maan ibn Thaabit al-Koofi and Aboo Yoosuf Ya'qoob ibn 
Ibraaheem al-Ansaari and Aboo Abdillaah Muhammad ibn al-Hasan ash- 
Shaybaani, ridwaan Allaah alayhim ajmaa'een (may Allaah be pleased with 
them all), and what they held as their creed with regard to the fundamentals of 
the religion and what they held as their religion in obedience to the Lord of the 
Creation. 


The Explanation - Point [1] 

In the Name of Allaah the Most Merciful, the Bestower of His Mercy and all praise is for Allaah the 
Lord and Nurturer of the whole of creation and may Allaah extoll and send peace and security upon 
our Prophet Muhammad and upon his true followers and his companions, all of them. 

To Proceed: Then, 'aqeedah (creed and belief) is the foundation of the religion and it (' aqeedah ) is 
what is contained in the testification ( shahaadah ) that none has the right to be worshipped except 
Allaah and that Muhammad is the Messenger of Allaah. And it is the first pillar from the pillars of 
Islaam.” So therefore, it is an obligation to give importance to it (' aqeedah ) and to give care and 
attention to it and to acquire knowledge of it and knowledge of whatever will damage it so that the 
person can be upon clear insight and can be upon a correct creed and belief. Since if the person’s 
religion is established upon a sound, correct foundation then it will be a straight and true religion 
that he is upon - one that is acceptable to Allaah and if it (his religion) is based upon a shaky or 
disturbed 'aqeedah (creed) or if his religion is based upon an 'aqeedah (creed) which is corrupt then his 


2 As is shown by the hadeeth of Ibn 'Umat radiyAllaahu anhumaa who said, “Allaah’s Messenger lallAllaahu'alayhi iva 
sallam said, ‘Islaam is built upon jive: the spahaadah (testification) that none had the right to be worshipped except Allaah and that 
Muhammad is the Messenger of Allaah, and correct establishment of the prayer, and giving the %akaat, and the hajj, and fasting in 
Ramadaan’.” The hadeeth is reported by Bukhaaree as no. 8 and reported by Muslim. 
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religion will not be correct and it will be without a foundation. So, this is why the scholars 
rahimahumullaah used to give importance to the affair of 'aqeedah and they were not laxed about 
explaining it in their lessons and whenever they had an opportunity. The later person used to 
transmit it from the one who came before him. 

And the Companions radiyAllaa.hu 'anhum did not have any doubts about what came in the Qur.aan 
and what came in the Sunnah of Allaah’s Messenger sallAllaahu'alayhi wa sallam. So their 'aqeedah 
(creed and belief) was based upon the Book of Allaah and the Sunnah of Allaah’s Messenger 
sal/A/laahu' alayhi wa sallam and they were not afflicted by any doubt in that regard nor any hesitation. 
So, whatever Allaah said and whatever His Messenger lallAllaahu' alayhi wa sallam said, they took it as 
their creed and belief and they took it as their religion. And they did not need any further book to 
be written for them after that since this was something fully accepted by them and something that 
was certain with them; their creed {'aqeedah) was the Book and the Sunnah. And then their students 
proceeded upon that from the Taahi'een (the next generation after the Companions) - those who 
took from them. So, there was no disputing in 'aqeedah (creed and belief); it was an affair which was 
fully accepted (undisputed); and their source was die Book and the Sunnah. 

But when the sects and the differences arose and appeared, and when people entered into the 
religion who were such that the creed and 'aqeedah was not firmly grounded in his heart or those 
who entered into Islaam whilst still carrying some deviated ideas with them, and when there arose in 
Islaam people who did not refer back to the Book nor to the Sunnah in 'aqeedah, rather, they 
referred back to principles and methodologies which had been established by people of misguidance 
by themselves. When all of this happened then the a.immah (the imaams) of Islaam at this time 
needed to clarify (make explanation and clarification of) the correct 'aqeedah (belief and creed) and 
they needed to carefully record it and write it down and narrate it from the scholars of the Ummah. 
So therefore, they wrote down the books of creed and belief and they gave attention to that; and this 
became a reference for those who came after them from the Ummah and it will be so until the 
establishment of the last Hour. 

And this is an example of the Protection of Allaah, the Most High for this religion and Allaah’s 
taking care of this religion - that He provided for it trustworthy carriers to convey it just as it came 
from Allaah and His Messenger and to repel the false interpretations of the negators and the false 
declarations of the Creator’s being like the creation. So these scholars came and passed on as 
inheritance this creed (' aqeedah ), the later ones taking it from the earlier ones. 

And from as-Salaf as_-Saalih (the pious predecessors) who used to be upon the sound and firm belief 
and creed ( i'tiqaad) taken from Allaah’s Messenger sallAllaahu'alayhi wa sallam and from his 
Companions and from the Taahi'een were the four imaams: Imaam Aboo Haneefah, Imaam Maalik, 
Imaam ash-Shaafi'ee and Imaam Ahmad and others from the imaams, those who stood and 
defended the correct 'aqeedah (belief and creed) and who confirmed it, explained it and taught it to 
the students. 
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And die followers of die four imaams (their students who came after them) used to give attention to 
this creed and belief; they used to study it and caused their students to learn it. And many books 
were written about it upon the methodology of the Book and the Sunnah and upon what the chosen 
Messenger, al-Mustafaa sallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam was upon and his companions radiyAllaahu 'anhum 
and the Taabi'een. So, diey refuted the false beliefs and the deviated beliefs, and they clearly 
explained how they were counterfeit and baseless. And the same was done by the imaams of hadeeth 
such as: Ishaaq ibn Raahawayh and al-BuHiaaree and Muslim and Imaam Ibn Khuzaymah and 
Imaam Ibn Qutaybah; and from the imaams of tafseer (explanation) of the Qur.aan such as Imaam 
at-Tabaree and Imaam Ibn Katheer and Imaam al-Baghwee and others from the imaams of tafseer. 

They (all) wrote works in this regard (explaining die correct belief) and they called them Kutub As- 
Sunnah - books of the Sunnah; for example, Kitaab as-Sunnah of Ibn Abee 'Aasim and the book as- 
Sunnah of 'Abdullaah ibn Ahmad ibn Hanbal and the book as-Sunnah of Al-Khallaal and the book 
ash-Sharee'ah of Al-Aajurree and other than that. 

And from those imaams who wrote mentioning the creed and belief (' aqeedah ) of the Sa/af was Aboo 
Ja'far Ahmad ibn Muhammad ibn Salaamah al-Azdee at-Tahaawee (the author of this book). He 
was one of the scholars of the third century in Egypt and he was called at-Tahaawee as an ascription 
to a town in Egypt (the town of Tahaa). So he wrote this brief, beneficial and useful 'aqeedah 
(creed). 

And there have been explanations written upon it - around seven explanations. However, they are 
not free from errors since those who wrote them were upon the methodology of later people so 
their explanations contain matters requiring remarks to be made and they contain contradictions to 
what the 'aqeedah of at-Tahaawee himself contains; except for one explanation as far as we know, 
which is the explanation of al-'Izz ibn Abil-'Izz rahimahullaah what is famously known as Sharh At- 
Tahaawiyyah (The Explanation of At-Tahaawiyyah). He (the explainer al-'Izz ibn Abil-'Izz) was a 
student of Ibn Katheer in what appears and in this explanation of his he included a number of 
quotations from the books of Shavkhul-Islaam Ibn Taymiyyah and from the books of Ibn Qayyim 
and from the books of the imaams. And it is a copious explanation (contains a great deal of good) 
and the scholars rely upon it and give attention to it because of its purity and its correctness of the 
knowledge contained in it. So, it is a tremendous reference from the reference works of 'aqeedah 
(correct belief). And the author (at-Tahaawee), as he himself mentioned, wrote this creed upon the 
way of the Ahlus-Sunnah in general; and from them was the imaam Aboo Haneefah an-Nu'maan 
ibn Thaabit al-Koofee who was the eldest of the four imaams and who reached the Taabi'een and 
narrated from them. 

And likewise, his two students Aboo Yoosuf and Muhammad ash-Shaybaanee and the imaams of 
the Hanafee madhhab. 

So he mentioned their 'aqeedah (creed) and that it is an agreement with the position of the Ahlus- 
Sunnah wal-Jamaa 'ah and dais contains a refutation of those people who ascribes themselves as being 
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Hanafees in the present day or in late days (a short while ago); those who ascribe themselves to 
being Hanafees but they contradict Aboo Haneefah in 'aqeedah. Rather, they proceed upon his 
madhhab in fiqh only but they contradict him in 'aqeedah (belief). And instead, they take as their creed 
the creed of the Ahlul-Kalaam ival-Muntjq (theological rhetoric and logic). And likewise, there 
appeared amongst the later Shall' ees those who contradicted Imaam ash-Shaafi'ee in 'aqeedah and 
only ascribed themselves to him in fiqh. And likewise, many of the Maalikees (those who say they 
are followers of Imaam Maalik), the later ones who are not upon the creed and belief of Imaam 
Maalik; they just take from the madhhab of Maalik in the matter of fiqh; as for 'aqeedah (creed and 
belief) then they are people of separate paths and people of the ways of later ages. 

So this 'aqeedah (creed) contains a refutation of all of them and their like - those who ascribe 
themselves to the imaams. Those who take as their madhhab the way of the four imaams but who 
contradict them in 'aqeedah (creed and belief) like the Ashaa'irah who likewise ascribe themselves to 
Imaam Hasan al-Ash'aree in his first position but they abandoned what he himself later affirmed 
and became settled upon with regard to the position of the people of the Sunnah and the Jamaa'ah. 
So, their ascription is not correct; since if they were truly upon the way of the imaams they would be 
upon their 'aqeedah (creed and belief).

3 Translator’s Side Point: Shavkh Muhammad Ibn Maani' rahimahullaah who is a great scholar who died in the year 
1385H, made a note on this same point where At-Tahaawee said, “This is a mention of an explanation of the 
'aqeedah, of Ahlul-Sunnah wal-Jamaa 'ah, upon the way of the scholars of fiqh of this religion: Aboo Haneefah 
an-Nu'maan ibn Thaabit al-Koofi, Aboo Yoosuf Ya'qoob ibn Ibraaheem al-Ansaari and Aboo 'Abdillaah 
Muhammad ibn al-Hasan ash-Shavbaani. ridwaan AJlaah 'alayhim ajmaa ecu.” 

Shavkh Muhammad Ibn Maani' rahimahullaab said, “the saying here of At-Tahaawee. ‘this is a creed upon the position 
of the scholars of Gqh of the religion,’ you should know that what the author rahimahullaah mentioned in this treatise 
is not specific to those imaams who he mentioned alone because Ahlus-Sunnaah ival-]ama'aah, all of them, from the first 
of them to the later ones of them, their 'aqeedah (creed and belief) was one and the same because they all adhered to the 
Book and the Sunnah. And whoever contradicts them in their belief, their creed, their 'aqeedah, he becomes a mubtadi' 
(innovator), one who is astray. And he is not excused for making ijtihaad (personal striving/deduction) since the excuse 
in that regard can only apply in the details of the rulings and not in the fundamentals of the religion. So in the creed and 
beliefs of the religion there is not multiple madhaahib (schools of thought) in that regard. Rather, there is just what is 
correct - which is the position of Ahlus-Sitnnah ival-Jamaa'ah; and everything else besides it is false and futile; so be 
aware.”

Points discussed by Shavkh Saalih al-Fawzaan haafizahullaah in this excerpt include: 

• 'Aqeedah is the foundation of the religion. 

• It is obligatory to give care and attention to acquiring knowledge of the correct 'aqeedah. 

• The 'aqeedah of the Companions radiyAllaahu 'anhum was based upon the Book and the Sunnah and 
was fully accepted by them. 

• When sects and differing arose, the imaams at the time clarified and documented the correct 'aqeedah 
so it would be a reference for those who came after. 

• The imaams of the four madhaahib defended and taught the correct 'aqeedah; as did the imaams of 
hadeeth and tafseer. 

• Imaam at-Tahaawee was amongst those who wrote about the correct 'aqeedah. 

• From the later followers of the imaams of the four madhaahib are those who adhere only to the fiqh of 
the imaams but contradict their ' aqeedah. 

• This 'aqeedah contains a refutation of those people and their likes.

[2] We say with regard to the tawheed of Allaah, holding as our creed and belief, due 
to the tawfeeq (guidance, correctness) granted by Allaah, that: Allaah is One, 
having no partner. 


The Explanation - Point [2] 

His saying, “We say” meaning: we hold as our 'aqeedah (creed and belief), with regard to the 
tawheed of Allaah the Mighty and Majestic.

And tawheed in the language is a noun from the verb (wahhadd) ; to mean: making 

something one or to unify it. 

And in the Islaamic legislation tawheed means: singling out Allaah the Perfect and Most High with 
worship (' ibaadah ) and avoiding the worship of everything else besides Him. 

And its categories are three as is discovered from a study of the Book of Allaah and the Sunnah 
of His Messenger sallAllaahu ' alayhi wa sallam. And this is what the position of the Ahus-Sunnah 
wal-Jamaa 'ah is settled upon. So whoever increases a fourth category or a fifty category then this 
is an addition which he himself has introduced since the imaams have categorized tawheed into 
three categories taking that from the Book and the Sunnah. 

So all the aayaat of the Qur.aan and the ahaadeeth with regard to 'aqeedah they do not exit from 
these three categories. 

Firstly: Tawheed ar-Ruboobiyyah ( Tawheed of Lordship) - which is the unity of Allaah the Most High 
and singling Him out with regards to His actions such as creating, providing 
sustenance/provision, giving life, giving death and controlling the creation. So, there is no Rabb 
(Lord) besides Him, He the Perfect and Most High, the Lord and Nurturer of the whole 
creation. 

The second category: Tawheed al-Uloohiyyah or Tawheed al-Tbaadah ( Tawheed of worship) - since 
the term ‘ al-uloohiyyah ’ means to worship Allaah the Mighty and Majestic upon love of Him and 
fear of Him and having hope in Him and obeying His commands and avoiding what He has 
forbidden. So it is to single out Allaah the Most High with the actions of the servants - those 
things He has legislated for them. 

The third category: Tawheed al-Asmaa. was-Sifaat ( Tawheed of Allaah’ s Names and Attributes) - is 
to affirm everything which Allaah has affirmed for Himself and everything which His Messenger 
sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam affirmed for Him with regard to names and attributes, and to declare 
Him free from everything which He declared Himself to be free of and which His Messenger 
sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam declared Him to be free of, with regard to faults and deficiencies. 
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So, every aayah which speaks about the actions of Allaah then that is regard to Taw heed ar- 
Ruboobiyyah (Taw heed of Lordship). And all the aayaat which speak about worship, and contain a 
command for it, and which call to it, then that is Tawheed al-Uloohijjah (Tawheed of worship). 

And all the aayaat which speak about the Names and Attributes of Allaah the Mighty and 
Majestic then that is Tawheed of Allaah’s Names and Attributes. 

And as for these three categories, then what is desired from them is Tawheed al-Uloohiyyah 
(Tawheed of worship) since that is what the Messengers called to and that is what the Books came 
down with and that is what jihaad in Allaah’s cause was established for - so that Allaah alone 
should be worshipped and the worship of everything else besides Him should be abandoned. 

And as for Tawheed ar-Ruboobiyyah (Tawheed of Lordship - and from it comes Tawheed of Allaah’s 
Names and Attributes), then this was not denied by anyone from the creation. And Allaah the 
Perfect and Most High has mentioned this in many aayaat. He mentioned that the kitffaar (un- 
believers) agreed that Allaah is the Creator and the Provider - the One who gives life and gives 
death, the One who is in control of the affairs; they did not disagree about that. So this type of 
tawheed (Tawheed of Lordship), if a person restricts himself to it alone, then that will not enter him 
into Islaam since the Prophet sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam fought against the people whilst they 
affirmed tawheed of Allaah’s Lordship; and he declared their blood and their wealth to be lawful. 

And if tawheed of Allaah’s Lordship was sufficient then the Messenger, 'alahis-salaat was-salaam, 
would not have fought against them. Indeed, there would have been no need to send the 
Messengers. So this shows that what is required and what is desired is Tawheed al-Uloohiyyah 
( tawheed of worship). And as for tawheed of Lordship, then that is just an evidence for it and a sign 
for it. And therefore, when Allaah commanded that He alone should be worshipped, He 
mentions the fact that He created the heavens and the earth, and that He establishes the affairs 
of His creation. He mentioned this as a proof for tawheed of worship and a binding argument 
upon the unbelievers and the mushriks — those who already acknowledged His Lordship but 
denied His sole right to worship. And when the Prophet s_allAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam said to them 
(his people), “Say: none has the right to be worshipped except Allaah,” his people 
responded: 




Has he made all the objects of worship as a single one to be worshipped; 
indeed this is something very strange. 

(Soorah Saad (38), aayah 5) 


And He the Perfect and Most High said, 
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And when Allaah Alone is mentioned, then the hearts of those who do not truly believe in 
the Hereafter are filled with aversion and when those (whom they worship) besides Him 

are mentioned, then they rejoice! 

(Sooratuz-Zumar (39), aayah 45) 


And He the Most High said. 



What they used to do when it was said to them: u Laa ilaaha illallaah (none has the right 
to be worshipped except Allaah),” they became haughty and proud and they said: “Are 
we to abandon the worship of our gods for a crazy poet?” 

(Sooratus-Saafaat (37), aoyaat 35-36) 


So they did not want Tawheed al-Uloohiyyah (Taw heed of worship) rather they wanted to have 
multiple objects of worship and that everyone could worship whatever he wanted. 

So this must be known, since all the followers of the misguided sects of present times and old 
times, they concentrate solely upon Tawheed ar-Ruboobiyyah (Tawheed of Lordship). And in their 
view (i.e. the deviant sects), if a person acknowledges that Allaah is the Creator and the Provider, 
then they say about him: “he is a Muslim”. And they write their creed upon that basis; so all the 
creeds written by the people of theological rhetoric ( kalaam ), they do not exceed verification of 
Tawheed of Lordship and giving evidences for that. 

But this is not enough. There must be tawheed of worship ( al-uloohiyyah ). Allaah the Most High 
said.

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And We sent a messenger to every nation (commanding): "Worship Allaah (Alone), 
and avoid all the false objects of worship." 

(Sooratun-Nahl (16), aayah 36) 
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Meaning: commanding the people with the worship of Allaah which is Tawheed al-Uloohijjah 
(Taw heed of worship). 



And We did not send any messenger before you except that We revealed to him that 
none has the right to be worshipped except I (Allaah), so therefore worship Me (Alone)." 

(Sooratul-Anbiyaa. (21), aayah 25) 



And worship Allaah and do not associate anything in worship along with Him. 

(Sooratun-Nisaa. (4), aayah 36) 


So all of the aayaat command Tawheed al-Uloohiyyah (Tawheed of worship) and they invite to it. 
And all of the Messengers called to Tawheed al-Uloohiyyah (Tawheed of worship) and they 
commanded their nations with it and they forbade them from shirk. So, that is what is desired; 
that is the goal and that is what is intended from tawheed. And as for tawheed of Allaah’s Names 
and Attributes, then this was only denied by the innovators ( muhtadi'ah ) from the Jahmiyyah and 
the Mu 'tayilah and the Ashaa 'irah ( Ash ' arees ) even though they each did so in varying degrees. 

And his saying, “We say” meaning: We - the Ahlus-Sunnah wal-Jamaa'ah (the people of the 

Sunnah and the Jamaa'ah); we say, “with regard to the tawheed of Allaah, holding as our 
' aqeedah (creed) due to Allaah’s Tawfeeq (granting correctness): Allaah is One, having 
no partner.” 

The term ‘'aqeedah’ (creed) and the term ‘tawheed’ have a single meaning. So, whether it is called 
'aqeedah (creed) or whether it is called taivheed or whether it is called eernaan (true faith), then the 
meaning is one, even though the names differ. 

And his saying, “because of Allaah’s Tawfeeq (granting correctness),” (is because) this is 
submission to Allaah, the Mighty and Majestic, humbling oneself before Allaah, and freeing 
oneself from claiming the strength to bring about change or from power for oneself. So a person 
should not praise himself, rather instead he says, “by the Taivfeeq of Allaah (by the success 
granted by Allaah), by the Will of Allaah, by Allaah’s bringing about change.” This is the manner 
of the scholars rahimahumullaah. 

“Allaah is One, having no partner.” This is taivheed — that Allaah is One in His Lordship, One 
in His worship and One in His Names and His Attributes. 
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End of explanation of point [2] 1 


1 Translator’s Side Point: Shavkh Al-Albaanee rahimahullaah says regarding the last phrase “having no partner” - 
denial of any partner for Allaah the Most High will not be complete except by negating/ denying three types of shirk. 

Firstly: By denying shirk in Allaah’s Lordship; which is to believe that there is another creator along with Allaah, He 
the Perfect and Most High, as is the belief of the Magians - those who say that evil has a creator besides Allaah the 
Perfect. And this type of shirk is something very rare in this Ummah and all praise is for Allaah, even though the 
saying of the Mu'ta^ilah is very close to it - their saying that evil is the creation of the person; and this fact is 
indicated by the saying of the Prophet sallAllaahu 'alayhi im sallam , 

ah-* AjjJJLi! 

“The Qadariyyah are the Magians of this Ummah. . .” the hadeeth. 

Secondly: It is shirk with regard to worship; which is, that a person worships someone along with Allaah — someone 
from the prophets or the righteous such as calling upon them for relief and calling upon them at times of hardship 
and so on. And this, regretfully, is present a great deal in this Ummah. And the major part of responsibility for it is 
borne by those shaykhs who support this type of shirk by giving it the name of tmvassnl (drawing closer to Allaah) 
calling it by other than its name! 

Thirdly: Shirk with regard to Allaah’s Attributes; which is, that a person describes someone from the creation of 
Allaah the Most High, with some of the attributes which are particular to Allaah the Mighty and Majestic. Such as, 
claiming that people have knowledge of the hidden and unseen for example; and this type is widespread amongst 
many of the Soofees and those who are influenced by them. For example, those who praise the Prophet sallAllaahu 
'alayhi im sallam with exaggerated praise like the one who said about him in a line of poetry: “From your generosity 
came about the whole world and whatever it contains and from your knowledge is the knowledge of the Preserved 
Tablet and the knowledge of everything the Pen has written.” 

So from this has come the misguidance of those dajjaals - those who claim that the see the Messenger sallAllaahu 
'alayhi im sallam today whilst they are awake and that they ask him about things which are hidden - things about the 
secrets of the souls of people they associate with. Whereas, the Messenger sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam did not know 
such things even when he was alive; rather, he was told to say: 
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If I knew the hidden and unseen then I could have increased greatly in good 
and harm would not have touched me. 

(Sooratul-A'raaf (7), aayah 188) 

So how could he know that after his death and after he passed on to the highest company of angels?! 

So these three types of shirk, whoever negates/denies them from Allaah in his tan’heed of Him and he singles out 
Allaah in His Self and His worship and His Attributes, then that person is the muwahhid (the person of tan’heed} who 
is covered by the virtues particular to the people of tan’heed. And whoever commits something from that shirk then 
to him is directed the like of the saying of Allaah the Most High, 




If you commit shirk then (all of) your deeds will be rendered null and void and you will from the losers.

The Explanation - Point [3] 

This is taken from the saying of Allaah, the Most High, 



There is nothing like Him (Allaah) 

(Sooratush-Shooraa (42), a ay ah 1 1) 


And also, the saying of Allaah, the Most High,

And there is none equal or comparable to Him (Allaah) 

(Sooratul-Ikhlaas (112), aayah 4) 


And His saying, the Most High, 

So do not set up any rivals for Allaah 

(Sooratul-Baqarah (2), aayah 22) 

Meaning: those who are alike or similar to Him. 
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And His saying, He die Most High, 


Do you know of any namesake for Him (Allaah )? 1 

(Soorah Maryam (19), aayah 65) 

Meaning: anyone like Him - one who can share His Name, He the Perfect and Most High. So at- 
tamtheel (J+ioaJI - there being anyone like Him) and at-tashbeeh (qj^dcJI - there being anyone resembling 
Him), both of these" are negated for Allaah, the Mighty and Majesdc. 

So, no one from His creation resembles Him. So this is what is obligatory - that we affirm whatever 
Allaah has affirmed for Himself and we hold that as our creed. However, we do not hold that He 
resembles anyone from His creation nor do we hold that He is like his creation, He, the Perfect and 
Most High. So this contains a refutation of the mushabbihah - who believe that Allaah is like His 
creation and (they) do not differentiate between the Creator and the creation; and this is a false and 
futile position. 

And opposite to this position, is the position of the mu'attilah (tilhaoJI - those who negate/deny 
Allaah’s attributes) - those who go beyond limits in declaring Allaah free to such an extent that they 
deny for Allaah that which He has affirmed for Himself with regards to Names and Attributes. 
Doing so, as they claim, to flee away from declaring Him to be like His creation. 

So, both of these two groups go beyond the limits. The mu'attilah (those who deny His attributes) go 
beyond limits in tan^eeh (sijn - declaring Him free) and denying any likeness. Whereas, the 
mushabbihah - those who declare Allaah’s Attributes to be like those of the creation) go 

beyond the limit in affirmation. Whereas, the Ahlus-Sunnah wal-]amaa'ah take the moderate and 
middle position. So, they affirm for Allaah whatever He affirms for Himself in accordance with what 
befits His Majesty, without tashbeeh (declaring His attributes to be like the attributes of the creation) 
and without ta'teel (Jdaaj - denying His attributes), doing so in accordance with the saying of Allaah, 
the Most High, 


1 Translator’s side point: Shavkh ' Abdur-Rahmaan ibn Naasir As-Sa'dee rahimahullaah said in the tafseer of this aayah that 
the aayah is in the form of a question and what is meant is a denial i.e. there is no namesake for Allaah. 

2 Translator’s side point: Shavkh Yahyaa al-Hajooree hafi^ahullaah mentioned that at-tamtheel means declaring that there is 
anyone totally like Allaah and at-tashbeeh means declaring that there is someone who resembles Allaah meaning, in some 
aspects. 
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There is nothing like Him, and He is the All-Hearing, the All-Seeing. 

(Sooratush-Shooraa (42), a ay ah 1 1) 


So His saying, “There is nothing like Him” negates and denies any tashbeeh (resemblance with the 
creation) and His saying, “And He (Allaah) is the All-Hearing, the All-Seeing” is a negation of 
ta'teel (denying His attributes). So this is the position which the people of the Sunnah and the 
Jamaa 'ah proceed upon. 

So therefore, it is said, 
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The mu'attil (one who negates Allaah’s attributes) worships something which does not exist; 

And the mushabbih (one who declares Allaah’s attributes to be like those of the creation) worships an 

idol; 


And the muwahhid (person upon true tawheed) worships the sole One who deserves worship, the One 

who is Single, the Independent Lord and Master.

3 Translator’s Side Point: Shavkh Al-Albaanee rahimahullaah says regarding this point: “And there is nothing like Him”: 
This is one of the fundamentals from the fundamental principles of tmvheed; which is, that with regard to Allaah the Most 
High: there is nothing like Him — neither in His Self, His Attributes and His Actions. However, the innovators and 
the people of ta.iveel (Jj$L _ those who twist Allaah’s Attributes) take it as a principle by which they deny many of Allaah’s 
Attributes, He, the Exalted and Most High. So whenever their hearts are too constricted to believe in one of His 
Attributes, He, the Mighty and Majestic, then they perform ta.iveel (twist that Attribute) and try and destroy it and deny it. 
So they deny an Attribute and they use as an evidence for what they are doing His saying, 
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There is nothing like Him . . . 

Pretending to be ignorant of the end of the aayah: 
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[4] And there is nothing which causes Him (Allaah) to be incapable. 


The Explanation - Point [4] 

This is an affirmation of the perfection of His Power and Ability. Allaah the Most High said, 



And He (Allaah) has full power over everything 

(Sooratul-Maa.idah (5), a ay ah 120) 


And He the Most High said, 



And Allaah was and is fully capable of everything 


. . . and He is the All-Hearing, the All-Seeing. 

(Sooratush-Shooraa (42), aayah 1 1) 

So, this aayah gathers between declaring Him free, along with affirming His Attributes. So whoever wishes to be safe and 
sound in his creed then he should declare Allaah, the Most High, to be free from any resemblance to the creation, 
without explaining His Attributes away, and without denying His Attributes. Rather, he should affirm for Allaah the 
Mighty and Majestic, with regard to Attributes, everything which He has affirmed for Himself in His Book or in a hadeeft 
of His Prophet, without declaring that the Creator resembles the creation. This is the position of the Salaf; and the 
author rahimahidlaah , was upon it following on from Abu Haneefah and the rest of imaams. [Source: Shavkh Al- 
Albaanee’s Cj-co - tijgbdoJI ojcutaJI — explanation of point 3] 

Further side point: Shavkh Yahyaa al-Hajooree hafiyahnllaah made the point: At-tashbeeh (declaring that there is a 
resemblance between the Creator in His Attributes and the creation in their attributes) is of two categories: 

Firstly: Tashbeeh of the creation with the Creator (declaring something from the creation to be like the Creator), like the 
actions of the Christians who declared resemblance between 'Eesaa ' alayhis-salaam and Allaah. 

Secondly: Declaring that the Attributes of the Creator to be like attributes of the creation; and this is a practice of the 
mushabbihah. One of the first of these people was called Daawood al-Jawaaribee who stated that he affirmed for Allaah all 
His Attributes and he affirmed that Allaah’s Attributes are just like those of human beings. He said that he affirmed for 
Allaah all human attributes except for one or two — except the beard and the private parts. This is the saying of the 
mushabbihah. Regarding this person Daawood al-Jawaaribee, the scholars of his time (the time of the Taabi'een) such as 
Ibn Mahiyyah, gave a judgment that he should be executed. However, he died before he was executed. 
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(Sooratul-Kahf (18), aayah 45) 


And He the Most High said, 



He (Allaah) always was and is All-Knowing, All-Powerful 

(Soorah Faatir (35), aayah 44) 


And ( Al-Qadeei ) means: the One who is extremely powerful. So His Power, He the Perfect and 

Most High, is such that there is nothing that can cause Him to be unable. Whenever He wants 
something He just says to it, “Be” and it is. 

So this contains affirmation of the qudrah (6ja 9 - power and ability) of Allaah, the Mighty and 
Majestic, and it contains affirmation that His Power includes and covers everything. 

As for the term that some authors use (about Allaah): 


“Allaah has full power over whatever he wants,” this wording is an error because Allaah did not 
restrict His Power to His Will. Rather, He said (about Himself),

“(Allaah) has full Power over everything.” So therefore you should say that which Allaah the 
Perfect and Most High said about Himself. This (a similar statement) only occurs in the saying of 
Allaah, the Most High, 



And He (Allaah) has full Power to gather them (the people) together when He Wishes 

(Sooratush-Shooraa (42), aayah 29) 


Because, the gathering of the creation has a certain time in the future and He is fully able to gather 
them at that time, meaning, the inhabitants of the heavens and the earth. 
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He, the Most High said, 
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And from His Signs is the creation of the heavens and the earth, and whatever creatures He 
has created and spread within them. And He (Allaah) has full Power to gather them 

together when He Wishes. 

(Sooratush-Shooraa (42), a ay ah 29)

4 Translator’s side point: Shavkh Yahyaa al-Hajooree hafi%ahullaah said about this point: “And there is nothing which 
causes Allaah to be incapable”: This is a denial but what is meant by it is not a mere denial because denial on its own 
is not from the belief of the Ahltts-Sunnah ; rather, it is the position of the innovators. 

The Shavkh said (as did Ibn Taymiyyah before him): As for the people of the Sunnah then their way is the way of the 
Qur.aan which gives a general denial of certain things for Allaah and gives a detailed affirmation of Attributes for Him. 
And whenever there is a denial then the denial is there to affirm something which is its perfect opposite. So this denial is 
there because of affirmation of its perfect opposite i.e. nothing renders Him incapable because of the perfection of His 
Power and Ability. 

Further side point: In his explanation, Ibn Abil-'Izz said regarding tashbeek. Affirming attributes for Allaah when the 
creation have the like of those attributes, for example, affirming that Allaah is the All-Knowing when we affirm that the 
creation has knowledge and affirming that Allaah has Sight when the creation has sight and affirming that Allaah has a 
Hand when the creation has hands. This fact is what leads the nm 'atjjlah into denying certain attributes because they say 
that if you affirm for Allaah a Hand then you are declaring Him like the creation and if we affirm for Allaah a Face then 
amongst the creation we have faces, so if we affirm a Face for Allaah then we will be making Him like the creation. So 
therefore they deny any Hand for Allaah and deny any Face for Allaah and so on with other attributes as well. They say 
that in that way they will stay clear of making the Creator like the creation.

The Explanation - Point [5] 

This is Tawheed al-UIoohiyyah (Tawheed of Worship). The phrase ‘Laa ilaaha! means: none has the 
right to be worshipped in truth besides Him. 1 

As for if you were to say (that it means), “nothing is worshipped except Him (Allaah)” or “there is 
nothing worshipped other than Him (Allaah);” then this is baatil (false and futile) because there are 
many things which are worshipped beside Allaah, the Mighty and Majestic. So if you say, “there is 
nothing worshipped besides Allaah” then you have made every object which is worshipped to be 
Allaah. And this is the position of the people of wahdatul-wujood 6j^ 5 - unity of existence: the 
people who say that Creator and the creation are one and the same thing). So the person who says 
this, if he actually believes that then he is from die people of wahdatul-wujood (unity of existence). As 
for if he doesn’t actually believe that, but he only says it, blindly following other people, or he just 
heard it from someone, then this is an error and it must be corrected. And some people say this as 
an opening supplication in the prayer; so one of them says, “Nothing is worshipped besides You,” 
whereas the reality is that Allaah is truly and rightfully worshipped, whereas everything as beside 
Him is worshipped falsely and without right. He, the Most High said, 





That is because Allaah — He is the One Who is worshipped in Truth and whatever they call 
upon besides Him, is baatil (false and futile). And Allaah, He is the Most High, the Most 

Great. 

(Sooratul-Hajj (22), a ay ah 62)

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[6] He is the Ancient One without any beginning, the One who Persists without any 
ending. 


The Explanation - Point [6] 

As is indicated by saying of Allaah, the Most High, 



He (Allaah) is the First and the Last 

(SooratuhHadeed (57), aayah 3) 


And his saying 'alayhis-salaatu was-salaam , 
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“You are the First One and there ivas nothing before You, and You are the Fast One and there is nothing after 
You ,” 3 


However, the word qadeem ftss - the ancient one) is not applied to Allaah, the Mighty and Majestic, 
except in the sense of informing about Him. As for calling Him with that name, then there is not 
from His Names “ al-qadeem ” (the ancient one). Rather, from His Names is: “ Al-Amval ” ( J 5 "\J I - The 
First); and the term Al-Amval (The First) is not the same as saying al-qadeem (the ancient one) 
because the term al-qadeem (the ancient one) may have someone before Him. As for the term “Al- 
Amval” (The First) then there is nothing before him (one who is first). As the Prophet sail. ’Allaah u 
'alayhi iva sallam said, 
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‘You are the First One and there was nothing before You. ” 


2 Translator’s side point: Shavkh Yahyaa al-Hajooree hafi^ahullaaah mentioned: the shahaadah contains negation and 
denial, and it also contains affirmation. It contains a denial and negation of worship for everything besides Allaah and it 
contains affirmation of worship for Allaah alone; and these are the two pillars of the shahaadah. 

3 Reported by Muslim in the Book of Dhikr and Du'aa. and Tawbah and Istighfaar. It is a hadeeth of Aboo Hurayrah 
radiyAllaahu 'anhu that the Prophet lallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam would recite this du'aa. when he would go to bed (as part 
of a longer supplication). 
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However, the author rahmahullaah, made a precaution here and he said, “The Ancient One 
without any beginning,” and if he had just said “The Ancient One” and remained silent then that 
would not be correct in meaning.

4 Translator’s side point: Shavkh 'Abdul-'Azeez Ibn Baaz rahmahullaah says about this same point, “The Ancient One 
without any beginning”: The wording qadeem does not occur amongst the Perfect Names of Allaah as the explainer 
(Ibn Abil-'Izz rahimahnllaah ) and others explained. But many of the people of theological rhetoric mention that phrase 
about Allaah, that He is Qadeem, to affirm that His existence came before everything. However, the Names of Allaah are 
tan'qeefiyyah — they can only be affirmed with a text from the Noble Book or the authentic Sunnah. It is not permissible to 
affirm anything from His Names based upon opinion as the imaatns of the Salafus-Saalih have stated. And the word W- 
qadeenl (the ancient one), does not indicate the meaning which the people of theological rhetoric intended because the 
wording ‘ al-qadeeni (that which is ancient) in the Arabic language means that which preceded something else even though 
it itself did not exist at one time, such as occurs in the saying of Allaah, the Perfect, 



until it returned like the old ancient date stalk 

(Soorah YaaSeen (36), aayah 39) 

Rather, the correct meaning is only indicated by the addition which the author mentioned, “The Ancient One without 
any beginning” but it is not befitting to count that amongst the Perfect Names of Allaah since it is not established in 
texts and we are sufficed in that regard by His Name, He the Perfect, ‘Al-Awival’ (The First One),

5 Translator’s side point: Ibn Abil-'Izz rahimahullaah, in his explanation of At-Tahaawivyah. makes the point that the 
second one ( al-beed — passing away) is an emphasis of the first one ( al-fanaa . — perishing). 
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So for Him, the Perfect and Most High, is AI-Baqaa. (claJI - persisting and remaining forever) 
whereas the creation will die and then they will be resurrected. And initially, they, the creation, were 
non-existent and then Allaah created them and then they will die and then Allaah, the Mighty and 
Majestic will raise them in the resurrection.

This contains an affirmation of al-Qadr (jJlqJI - pre-decree) and an affirmation of al-Iraadah (ibljVI - 
Allaah’s Will). So nothing exists within His kingdom and nothing occurs within His creation 
whether events or things except that Allaah willed it to occur, He the Perfect and Most High - 
willing it with His Iraadah al-Kawiiyyah (Universal Will) :

So, every good and every evil occurs by Allaah’s Universal Will; so nothing escapes from His Will. 
And this contains a refutation of the Qadariyyah - those who deny al-Qadr (pre-decree) and who 
claim that the person himself, he is the one who creates his own actions and produces his own 
actions; and Highly Exalted is Allaah above that which they say. Because this (saying of theirs) is a 
declaration of Allaah’s being unable and (it is a statement) that there are things in His creation which 
He the Perfect and Most High does not Will. So this is to describe Him with deficiency because 
everything which occurs within the creation — whether good or evil, then it occurs by His Will. 
Rather, He creates good for a wise purpose and He creates that which is evil for a wise purpose. So 
from the aspect of its creation, then it is not an evil because it is created for a tremendous wisdom 
and a tremendous goal which is to test and to try, and to distinguish that which is foul from that 
which is good, and in order to reward the people upon their righteous deeds and to recompense the 
people for their evil deeds. And He was Wise in that, He, the Perfect and Most High; He did not 
create anything without purpose.

1 Translator’s side point: Ibn Abil-'Izz rahimahullaah, in his famous explanation of At-T ahaawivvah. says: “And nothing 
exists except what He (Allaah) wills.” This contains a refutation of the saying of the Qadariyyah and the Mu'ta^ilah 
because they say, “Allaah willed eemaan (true faith) from all of the people but the unbeliever is the one who willed 
unbelief for himself.” And this saying of theirs is corrupt and is rejected since it contrary to the Book and the Sunnah 
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and to correct intellect and it is the well-known matter of al-Qadr (pre-decree) and something in explanation of that will 
follow inshaa Allaahu ta 'aalaa. 

And they (these people who deny pre-decree) are called the Qadariyyah because they denied pre-decree; and likewise the 
]abariyyah (who say that the people have no free will and are forced to do whatever they do) are also called the people of 
pre-decree (Qadariyyah ). This name ( al-Qadariyyah ) is mostly used for the first group (those who deny the pre-decree). 

As for the people of the Sunnah, then they say that even though Allaah willed that sins would occur, however, He does 
not love them and He is not pleased with them and He did not command them. Rather, He hates them and is angry 
with them and He forbade them. This is the saying of all of the Salaf — those who say, “Whatever Allaah willed occurs 
and whatever He did not will, does not occur.” 


And the verifiers from the people of the Sunnah say, “Will’ in the Book of Allaah is of two types: Allaah’s Will referring 
to His pre-decree (His Universal Will — 6ti_>V0 and His Legislational Will (turq-iJI 6^1 _>VD which comprises His Love 

and His Pleasure. 


2 Translator’s additional side point: Shavkh Yahyaa al-Hajooree hafi%ahullaah mentioned regarding this point: 

• With regard to us, then we do not ask and go into Allaah’s Universal Will because that is from the Knowledge of 
Allaah. Rather, what is required from us is al-Iraadah ash-Shar'eeyah (Allaah’s Legislational Will) meaning, that which 
Allaah has legislated — that which Allaah loves, is pleased with, and has commanded. That is what we should busy 
ourselves finding out. And this is what is required from the whole of the creation. 




And I did not create jinn and mankind except that they should worship Me alone. 


(Soorah Adh- Dh aarivaat (51), aayah 56) 


• The person who says that Allaah did not create evil is a Qadaree Mu 'ta^ilee. 

• The reason for the misguidance of the Qadariyyah : their false ideas entered upon them because they did not 
distinguish between al-Iraadah al-Kawniyyah (Allaah’s Universal Will) and al-Iraadah ash-Shar'eeyah (His Legislational 
Will). 

• With regard to the creation of that which is evil, Allaah is the one who created Iblees (who is extremely evil) and yet 
his creation was for an extremely wise purpose — so that Allaah should test His servants through him. And Allaah 
created evil so that He should be aware who will obey Him and then reward him, and who will disobey Him and 
therefore, punish him. [The Shaykh quoted a number of aayaat in that regard amongst them the following aayahi\

[9] He is not reached by people’s conjecture nor can He be grasped by their 
understanding. 


The Explanation - Point [9] 

So, Allaah the One free of all imperfections and the Most High, cannot be encompassed; so Allaah 
is greater than everything, He the Perfect and Most High. 



He (Allaah) knows whatever is in front of them and whatever is behind them and they do 

not comprehend Him with knowledge 

(Soorah TaaHaa (20), aayah 110) 


So Allaah the One free of all imperfections, He is known; however, He is not comprehended and 
encompassed by that (their knowledge). So, Allaah is greater than everything, so thoughts cannot 
imagine Him and it is not permissible for a person to say about Allaah except what He the Perfect 
said about Himself or what His Messenger 'alajhis-salaatu was-salaam said about Him.

creation).’ But rather, it is just that they are mu'attilah (deniers of the attributes).” 

And this was the saying of a great number of the imaams of the Salaf — the sign of the Jahmiyyah is that they call the 
people of the Sunnah Mushabbihah. Because there are none from the deniers of the Names and Attributes, except that he 

calls the one who affirms them a Mushabbih (one who makes Allaah like the creation). So whoever denies Allaah’s 
Names altogether, then they are from the extreme apostates — like the Qaraamitah (AhohaJI) and the philosophers. And 
whoever says that it cannot be said about Allaah that He is has knowledge and (it cannot be said, they say, about Allaah) 
that He has power, claiming that whoever calls Allaah that is a Mushabbih. They say His Names are just metaphorical, 
like the extreme jahmiyyah. 

5 From Aboo Moosaa radiyAllaahu 'anh who said: Allaah’s Messenger sallAllaahu alayhi wa sallam stood amongst us with 
five sayings; so he said, “Allaah the Mighty and Majestic does not sleep and it is not befitting for Him that He 
should sleep... "the hadeeth.

creation; and the life of the creation is deficient because he sleeps and he dies. 


So sleeping is a part of completeness with regard to the creation but it is a deficiency with regard to 
the Creator; because a person who cannot sleep they have an affliction affecting their health. So this 
shows the difference and the distinction between the Attributes of the Creator and the attributes of 

the creation. And as for the two Names: ( A/-Hayj - The Ever-living) and fjAl' (Al-Qajjoom - 


and the independent Sustainer of all), then these are two attributes taken from the statement of 
Allaah the Most High,

As for the name A-l-Qayyoom, then this includes the perfection of 
Allaah’s Independence and the perfection of His Power since He is the One who independently exists and has no need 
of anyone else in any sense; and He is the one Who supports and sustains everything else; and there is no establishment 
for anything except if He establishes it.

The Explanation - Point [1 6] 

The saying of the author, “The ancient One without any beginning” 1 has already preceded. So, 
there was nothing before Him, He the Perfect and Most High. And the meaning of that is that He 
has the Attributes of Perfection and His Attributes of Perfection are eternal; they have always 
existed and they always will. So just as He is the First without any beginning, then likewise, His 
Attributes (are the same) since they are along with Him, He the One free of all imperfections. So, 
they were always existing, just as Allaah the Perfect and Most High has always existed. So it is not 
the case that He existed before without any Attributes and then Attributes came about for Him 
afterwards as the people of misguidance say; those who say, “He did not always have Attributes and 
then afterwards He came to have them.” They say so in order not to necessitate there being multiple 
lords deserving worship, as they claim, or multiple divinities in existence who are eternal, such that 
the Names and Attributes would be partners with Allaah in His Eternity. So we say, “How free is 
Allaah of all deficiencies, SubhaanAllaah! This (saying) would necessitate that Allaah was deficient - 
High and Exalted is Allaah - that He was deficient for a period and then He came to have Attributes 
and so, became Perfect through those Attributes; High and Exalted is Allaah above what they say. 
And the fact that His Attributes are eternal does not necessitate that there are other eternals lords. 
Because the attributes are not something other than and outside the one who has those attributes. 
Rather, they are meanings found in the one who has die attributes. And an attribute is not 
something independent of the one who has the attribute. So if you say for example, “such and such 
person hears and he sees and he has knowledge of fiqh (he is a jurist) and he is a scholar of the 
language and he is a scholar of grammar” does it mean that this person has become many people? 
So having multiple attributes does not necessitate diat the ones having the attributes are multiple as 
the people of misguidance have said. 

So Allaah, the One free of all imperfections and die Most High, His Attributes had no beginning 
just as His Self ( Dhaai ) had no beginning. So Allaah has the Attribute of being the Creator (A 1- 
Khaaliq) always and forever. 

And as for the actions of (Allaah) the Perfect, then they are eternal with regard to their type, newly 
occurring with regard to actions.

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So Allaah, the Perfect and Most High, He was ‘the One who speaks’ before He actually spoke and 
He was ‘the Creator’ before He actually created anything and as for His speaking and His creating, 
then these are actions which newly occur and so on, to the rest of the actions.

However, the recompense (reward or punishment) is not going 
to be given in accordance with that Knowledge. Rather, the reward or punishment will come in 
accordance with actions. So Allaah will not punish a person in accordance with His Knowledge 
about him until the person commits the sins; and Allaah will not bestow the reward upon the doer 
of good until he does that. So the reward or punishment is given as a consequence of actions not as 
a consequence of the Knowledge and not as a consequence of al-Qadr (the Pre-decree). So, there is a 
distinction between the Knowledge and between the reward or punishment. So therefore, Allaah 
commanded them and forbade them. So whoever obeys the commands and leaves the forbiddances, 
then he will attain the reward; and whoever contradicts the commands and commits what is 
forbidden then he will receive punishment because of his own actions and not because of the 
Actions of Allaah, the Perfect. So the person, he is the one who prays, he is the one who gives

[35] And His Will is enacted, not the will of the servants, except what He wills for them. So whatever He 
willed for them occurs, and whatever He did not will for them does not occur. 


The Explanation - Point [35] 

Allaah, the Perfect and Most High has Mashee.ah (clu-cLuo - Wish or Will) and the servants (people) 
have mashee.ah (wish or will). However, the will of the servants is subject to the Will of Allaah and it 
is not independent; and therefore He, the Perfect said, 



And you will not will unless Allaah wills. Indeed Allaah is All-Knowing, All-Wise. 

(Sooratul-Insaan (76), aayah 30) 


And He the Perfect said,

And you will not will except as Allaah the Lord of the whole creation wills. 

(Sooratut-Takweer (81), aayah 29) 

So He (Allaah) appointed for Himself Mashee.ah (a Will) which is from His Attributes, and He made 
for his servants a mashee.ah (wish or will) which is from their attributes; and He joined their will to 
His Will, He the Perfect. And this contains a refutation of the Qadariyyah and the Jabariyyah. So the 
Qadariyyah , they deny that Allaah wills the actions of the people and they give the servant 
unrestricted free will. And they say that the person is independent with his actions and with his will 
and with his wish, and this was the position of the Qadariyyah from the Mu'tayt/ah and others. 
Whereas the Jabariyyah, they say that the servant has no free will (mashee.ah)-, rather, Mashee.ah is only 
for Allaah, whereas the servant moves about without any choice and without any will, just like the 
movements of a machine. So one sect, they go beyond the limits in affirming the Will of Allaah, and 
the other sect, (they) go beyond the limits in affirming the will of the person. 

And as for the people of the Sunnah and the Jamaa'ah, then they affirm the two will’s (the Will of 
Allaah and the will of the people) and they declare that the will of the person is tied to the Will of

(When they ask us what we say about this hadeeth, then) it is said, “we accept it fully and we hear and we obey because it 
is authentic from the Messenger of Allaah lallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam, and we do not reject it and we do not deny the 
narration as the Qadariyyah do; nor do we employ useless interpretations. Rather, what is correct is that Aadam did not 
use the Pre-decree to support his sin because he was more knowledgeable about his Lord and of his own sin. And even 
individuals from the believers, they don’t use Allaah’s Pre-decree to support their sins because that is false and futile. 
And likewise, Moosaa 'alayhis salaam, he knew better about his forefather Aadam and about his sin, than that he should 
blame Aadam for a sin which he repented from. And Allaah accepted his repentance and chose and preferred him and 
guided him. Rather, the blame (that Moosaa 'alayhis salaam was attaching to Aadam 'alayhis salaam) was just for the 
misfortune that his descendants were taken out of Paradise. So Aadam used Pre-decree for the misfortune not for his 
sin; and Pre-decree is an evidence for disasters which strike and this is the best meaning given to the hadeeth. And that is 
what we have to do with regard to misfortune — to submit to Allaah’s Will in that regard.

• Explanations for the difference between a Nabee (Prophet) and a Rasool (Messenger) are: 

o A Nabee is one to whom Allaah revealed Legislation but he was not commanded to convey it, 
whereas a Rasool is one to whom Allaah revealed Legislation and commanded him to convey it. 

o A Rasool is one who was sent with a new, revealed Law; whereas a Nabee was sent to confirm 
Legislation already present from before and he was commanded to convey that Legislation. 

• Every Rasool is a Nabee but not every Nabee is a Rasool.

1 Translator’s Side Point: Ibn Al-Qayyim rahimahtdlaah in his book Jalaa.ul-Ajhaam (/jL^sDI made an important point 
that with regard to the names of the Messenger lallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam , that just as we have a principle with regard to 
the Names of Allaah the Most High, that all of Allaah’s Names have along with them an Attribute (contrary to what 
some of the Mu'tayilah and the Jahmiyyah and their like say); the same point applies to the names of the Prophet 
Muhammad sallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam — his names are not just merely names; all his names are also characteristics 
found in him. 

2 Translator’s Side Point: Some of the names of the Prophet lallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam are as follows: 

1. Muhammad (juocto) sjillAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam — the praiseworthy one and also the one who praises 
abundandy. Amongst the evidences is the aayah.

2. Ahmad (ju&p-I) — the most praiseworthy one. An evidence for that is one aayah in the Qur.aan, in the saying of 
'Eesaa ' alayhii-ialaam when he foretold of the coming of a Prophet that would come after him, 



a Messenger bringing glad tidings, who will come after me; his name will be Ahmad 

(Sooratus-Saff (61), aayah 6) 
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3. Al-Maahee (iSs^-loJI) — the one who eliminates or wipes away; meaning, the one through whom Allaah wipes 
away unbelief. The evidence for this name is the hadeeth of Jubayr ibn Mut'im radiyAllaahu 'anh. 

4. Al-Haashir Q^jobdl) — the first one to be resurrected and the one after whom the rest of the people would be 
resurrected. The evidence is the same hadeeth of Jubayr ibn Mut'im radiyAllaahu 'anh reported by Al-Bukhaaree 
and Muslim. 

5. Al-'Aaqib (v*Sl»JI) — the last Prophet. The proof being the same hadeeth. 

6. Al-Muqaffaa (^sauudl) or Al-Muqaffee (i_scsjuJI) — the one who follows on from the previous Messengers 
and is the final one of them. The evidence for that is the hadeeth of Aboo Moosaa Al-Ash'aree radiyAllaahu 
'anh, reported by Muslim. 

7. Nabeeut-Tawbah (4 j$JI \SA>) — the Prophet of repentance; the one through whom Allaah opened the gate of 
repentance to His servants. The proof being the same hadeeth of Aboo Moosaa Al-Ash'aree radiyAllaahu 'anh. 

8. Nabeeur-Rahmah (clo^-jJI csw) - the Prophet of mercy; the one whom Allaah sent as a mercy to the 
creation. The evidence is the hadeeth of Aboo Moosaa Al-Ash'aree radiyAllaahu 'anh. 

9. Nabeeul-Malhamah (Ao^tloJI csw) — the Prophet of slaughter or wars; the one sent to fight against the 
enemies of Allaah. The evidence of this is the hadeeth of Hudhavfah radiyAllaahu 'anh reported by Tirmidhee in 
his Shamaa.il. 

10. An-Nabeeul-Mustafaa i_ss*JI) — the chosen Prophet. The evidence being a hadeeth of Awf ibn 

Maalik Al-Ashjaa'ee radiyAllaahu 'anh. 

Along with these names, some of the scholars mention that Allaah has described the Prophet sallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam 
with a number of attributes and titles in the Qur.aan. Amongst the tides given to the Prophet sallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam 
in the Qur.aan are: 

• 'Abdullaah (<Ull ±A) — the slave of Allaah 

• ' abd (jl+c) — a slave 

• rasoo! — a Messenger 

• nabee (■^sA) — a Prophet 

• ummee (i_sa>I) — unlettered 

• skaahid (jaiLi) — a witness, 

• muba shsh ir (AuA) - a bringer of glad tidings 

• nadheer (^ii) — a Warner and a caller to Allaah by His Permission 

• siraajan muneeraa (l>sc° 1>I j-A) — a shining lamp 

• ra.oofan raheemaa — compassionate and merciful 

• mndhakkiran (L>S-)u>) — one who reminded the people of their Lord 

• rahmah — a mercy 

• ni'mah (At Mi) — a favor 

• haadee (sSila) — a guide 
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These are titles and attributes mentioned in the Qur.aan with regard to the Messenger lallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam and 
other scholars mention many others besides these. 

With regard to the ahaadeeth that were evidences for the names, they are: 

1. The hadeeth of Jubayr ibn Mut'im radiyAllaahu 'anh who said, “Allaah’s Messenger lallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam 
said,

So he said, ‘I am 

Muhammad and Ahmad and Al-Muqaffee (the one who came at the end of all the Prophets before) 
and Al-Haashir (the first one to be resurrected) and Nabeeut-tawbah (the Prophet of repentance) and 
Nabeeur-rahmah (the Prophet of mercy).

3. The hadeeth of Hudhavfah radiyAllaahu 'anh who said, “I met the Prophet lallAllaahu ‘alayhi iva sallam on one of 
the paths of Al-Madeenah; so he said,

“I am Muhammad and I am Ahmad and I am the Prophet of mercy and the Prophet of repentance 
and I am the one who comes last after the other Prophets and I am the one who Mil be resurrected

Reported by Tirmidhee in his Shamaa.il and declared Hasan (Good) by Shavkh Al-Albaanee. 

4. The evidence for the last name, “An-Nabee Al-Mustafaa” (the chosen Prophet) is a slightly longer hadeeth. It is 
an incident which happened in Al-Madeenah. Shavkh Al-Albaanee declared the hadeeth authentic ( Saheeh ) in his 
checking of Ibn Katheer’s Seerah. The hadeeth is reported by Imaam Ahmad in his Musnad from 'Awf ibn 
Maalik Al-Ashjaa'ee radiyAllaahu 'anh who said, 

“The Prophet sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam went off one day and I was with him until ivc entered a 
church (synagogue) of the Jew's in Al-Madeenah on a festival day of theirs and they disliked that we 
should enter upon them. So he, sallAllaahu ' alayhi wa sallam, said to them, 

‘O company of Jew's, show' me twelve men who bear witness that none has the right to be worshipped 
except Allaah and that Muhammad is the Messenger of Allaah, and then Allaah w ill remove the anger 
that He has upon them from every Jew' beneath the sky. ’ 
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End of explanation of point [41] 


So they were silent, none of them answered him. 

Then he repeated it to them but none of them answered him. So he said, ‘You have refused. So by 
Allaah, I am certainly Al-Haashir (the one who will be resurrected first) and I am Al- 'Aaqib (the last 
Prophet), and I am An-Nabeeul-Mustafaa (the chosen Prophet) whether you believe or whether you 
reject me’.” 

The companion said, “Then he departed and I was with him until we had almost gone out (of the 
church of the Jews) when a man said from behind us, ‘Remain where you are O Muhammad.’ So that 
man said, ‘O company of Jews, what sort of person do you know me to be amongst you?’ 

They said, ‘By Allaah, we do not know there to have been any man amongst us who knew the Book of 
Allaah better than you do, nor anyone hating more religious knowledge than you do, nor than your 
father before you, nor than your grandfather before your father.’ 

He said, ‘Then I testify in his favor that By Allaah! He is the Prophet of Allaah who you find 
mentioned in the Tawraat.’ 

So then they said, ‘You have lied’ and they rebutted his saying and spoke evil of him. 

So Allaah’s Messenger sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam said, ‘You people have lied; your speech will 
never be accepted. You have just been praising him as you have done with good, but when he 
believed then you declared him to be a liar and you said about him w hat you said. So you speech will 
never be accepted. ”’ 

The companion said, “So the three of us went out — Allaah’s Messenger sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam, 
myself and 'Abdullaah ibn Salaam (the Jew ’ who just entered into Islaam). No one else from the Jew's 
believed. 

And Allaah the Most High sent down concerning him,

Say, “Do you see, if it is indeed from Allaah and you disbelieve in it, when a witness from Banoo 
Israa.eel witnesses to the like of it and he believes in it, but you people reject haughtily." Then Allaah 
does not guide an unbelieving, wrongdoing people.

The Explanation - Point [42] 

These are from his attributes 'alayhis-salaatu was- salaam. 

— “The last (or seal) of the Prophets.” The meaning of “ khaatam ” (f^>- ~ seal) is the 

one whom no Prophet will come after. And the khitaam - seal) of anything is that which is 
placed upon it as a seal upon it so that nothing can be added to that thing and nothing can be taken 
away from it. So Allaah sealed the Messengership with Muhammad lallAllaahu ' alayhi wa sallam. He 
the Majestic, in His Highness, said,

And Muhammad is not the father of any of your men; but rather, he is the Messenger of 

Allaah and the seal (last) of the Prophets.

So there is no need for the coming of any Prophet after him because the Qur.aan is present and the 
Prophetic Sunnah is present and the 'ulamaa. ar-rabbaaniyoon (wise scholars who cultivate the people 
upon the correct way) are present - calling the people to Allaah and giving clarity to the people. So 
therefore, the religion of Muhammad sallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam will remain until the establishment 
of the Last Hour. It will not be changed, and it will not be abrogated, and it will not be altered 
because Allaah, the One free from all imperfections, has made it suitable and fitting for every time 
and every place. And as for the revealed laws of die previous Prophets, then they were temporary 
for their nations in particular times and then Allaah abrogated those legislated laws from before, 
with other legislated laws suitable for other nations. 




For every people from you, we made a set of revealed laws and a clear way to proceed upon. 

(Sooratul-Maa.idah (5), aayah 48)

For every revealed Book there is a set time period 

(Sooratur-Ra'd (13), aayah 38) 

Meaning, each Book (from the previous Books) has a set time period. 

So the religion of Islaam is complete. It does not need any Messenger after Muhammad s_alIAUaahu 
'alayhi iva sallam. And the scholars are the inheritors of the Prophets. So whoever holds the belief 
that there will come after Muhammad sal/A/laahu ' alayhi wa sallam any Prophet, then he is a 
disbeliever in Allaah, outside the fold of the religion. And the Prophet sjiIIAUaahu 'alayhi wa sallam 
informed that there were going to come liars, falsely claiming Prophethood after him. He 'alayhis- 
lalaatu was -salaam said, 

“There will come after me thirty great liars, each one of them claiming that he is a prophet 
and I am the last of the Prophets; there is no Prophet after me. ” 3 

So whoever claims Prophethood, or has Prophethood claimed on his behalf, or whoever follows 
them, then all of them are unbelievers ( kuffaar ). And the Muslims have fought against them and 
have declared them to be unbelievers. And the last of those whose followers claimed that he was a 
Prophet in this present time was that Pakistani Qaadiyaanee. And these people (the Qaadiyaanee) are 
called the Ahmadees as an ascription to his name because his name was Ahmad Al -Qaadiyaanee ( jloM 
^LiUJI) and the scholars declared him to be an unbeliever (kaafir) and they repelled him from the 
lands of Islaam and the declared his followers to be unbelievers since this is a denial of Allaah and of 
His Messenger. And their being unbelievers is by consensus of the Muslims; no one disagrees about 
this. 

So, it is essential that the Muslim believes that he 'alayhis-salaatu was-salaam is the last of the Prophets 
and Messengers and he is the leader of those having taqivaa (those dutiful to Allaah); meaning, that

And as for others besides the Prophet sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam , he is only to be followed if he 
himself is following the Prophet lallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam. And as for a person who contradicts 
the Messenger 'alayhis-salaatu was-salaam then it is not permissible to follow him. 



Say, “If you truly love Allaah then follow me, then Allaah will love you and forgive you your

So there is no way towards Allaah except by following the Messenger 'alayhis-salaatu was-salaam and 
proceeding upon his way. 

As for the term: jil J — “And he is the noblest of the Messengers;” that is him, 'alayhis- 

salaatu was-salaam ; he is the noblest of the sons of Aadam just as he 'alayhis-salaatu was-salaam said

By the statement, “I am the noblest of the sons of Aadam, and this is not a boast, ” he 

informed lais nation of that as part of giving thanks to Allaah, the Mighty and Majestic, and also so 
that the Ummah (Nation) should give thanks to their Lord, the Mighty and Majestic, for this favour - 
that He made its Messenger the noblest of the Messengers. 


4 Hadeeth reported by At-Tirmidhee and is a hadeeth of Aboo Sa'eed Al-Khudree radiyAllaahu 'ant, declared Saheeh 
(Authentic) by Shavkh Al-Albaanee.

(that the Messenger 'alayhis-salaatu was-salaam is) ‘habeeb’ (the beloved one). Rather, he is the ‘ khaleef 
- the ‘especially close beloved one’ of the Lord of the creation (o+oJl^JI JA>). And khullah (tiJL>) is 
more excellent than just mahabbah (ti+^o - love) because al-mahabbah (love) is of levels and the highest 
of its levels is al-khullah which is the purest love. And no one attained this level except for two men 
from the creation: Ibraaheem 'alayhis-salaatu was-salaam, 



And Allaah took Ibraaheem as a khaleel (especially close beloved one) 

(Sooratun-Nisaa. (4), aayah 125) 


And likewise, our Prophet 'alayhis sjilaatu was-salaam , because he himself informed about that saying,

“Allaah took me as an especially close beloved one just as He took Ibraaheem as a khaleel 

(an especially close beloved one).”' 

So it should not be said about him that he is Habeebullaah - a beloved one of Allaah, because this 
term is suitable for every believer and there is nothing special for the Prophet sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa 
sallam in it. But as for being khullah (an especially beloved one), then no one (from this Ummah) 
shares with him in that.

The Explanation - Point [43] 

This has preceded in the meaning of his being ‘the seal and last of the Prophets’. So therefore, every 
claim to Prophethood after him is futile and is unbelief since there will not come any Prophet after 
our Prophet 'alayhis-salaatu was-salaam. And as for 'Eesaa ' alayhis-salaatu was- salaam, when he 
descends at the end of time, then it will not be upon the basis that he is a Prophet and a Messenger, 
nor upon the basis that he is coming with a new revealed Law. Rather, he will come upon the basis 
that he is a Mujaddid (sjcsjo - Reviver) for the religion of the Messenger of Allaah sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa 
sallam, on the basis that he is one following the Messenger of Allaah sallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam and 
he will judge with the Islaamic Sharee ah (Laws).

• He iallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam is the noblest and best of the Messengers and is their imaam. 

• He sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam is the especially close beloved one ( Khaleeh of the Lord of the whole 
creation. Besides him, only Ibraaheem 'alayhis-salaam attained this status. 

• Every claim to Prophethood after Muhammad iallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam is futile and is unbelief.

Allaah’s Messenger sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam wrote letters to the kings of the different lands, 
calling them to Islaam; so this shows that he was a Messenger sent to the whole of the people of the 
earth. And he was commanded with fighting jihaad until the people entered into Islaam; so this 
shows that his Messengership 'alayhis-salaatu was-salaam was universal. So it is obligatory to believe 
that. 

So it is obligatory with regard to him {sallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam ), to hold these beliefs: 

Firstly: That he {sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallarri) is the slave of Allaah and His Messenger.

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Secondly: That he is the last of the Prophets; there is no Prophet after him. 

Thirdly: That Ms Messengership was universal, covering all of mankind and jinn. 

And the proof that his MessengersMp was umversal to mankind is the aayaat which have preceded 2 . 
And also the fact that the Prophet sallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam wrote the letters. 

And as for his MessengersMp being uMversal to the whole of the jinn, then in accordance with the 
saying of Allaah, the Most High, 



And (remember) when We sent a group of the jinn to you who listened to the Qur.aan. So 
when they attended it, they said (to each other), “Be silent in order to listen!” So when he 
(sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam ) finished reciting, they (the jinn) went back to their people as 
warners (of Allaah’ s punishment upon those who disbelieve). They said, “O our people! We 
have heard a Book sent down after (the Book of) Moosaa, confirming the Books which 
came before it. It guides to the truth and to the Straight Path. “O our people, respond to 
the Messenger of Allaah who calls you to obedience to Allaah. 

(Sooratul-Ahqaaf (46), aayaat 29-31) 


Meaning: Muhammad alayhis-salaatu was-salaam. 
And in the saying of Allaah, the Most High,

Say, “It has been revealed to me that a group of the jinn listened and said, ‘We have heard 
an amazing Qur.aan; it guides to Right Guidance, so we have believed in it.”’ 

(Sooratul-Jinn (72), aayaat 1-2)

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So this proves that his Messengership covered the jinn. So the Prophet sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam 
was sent to all of the people of the earth — mankind of them and the jinn of them. So whoever truly 
believes (has eemaan ) in him, then he will enter Paradise and whoever does not truly believe in him 
will enter the Fire, whether it be from mankind or from the jinn. And his saying, “(that he was 
sent) with light and with radiance;” these two words ( an-noor and ad-diyaa) have the same 
meaning and the Prophet sallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam was sent with each of these (light and radiance). 
Allaah the Most High said,

They twist the meaning and instead, they give the understanding that the jinn are actually mankind themselves, or a 
particular group of mankind; they even say that Iblees was an evil person. How misguided these people are!”

Imaam An-Nawawee said in Tahdheeb al-Asmaa. wal-Lughaat ( 0 I 2 JJI 9 slo^xAl “This lineage here, there is 

consensus of the Ummah of these names here.” 

Likewise, Al-Bukhaaree in a chapter heading of his book brings the lineage of the Prophet lallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam 
with these same names here. 

So this is by consensus; the lineage of the Prophet lallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam is preserved, back to 'Adnaan. With 
regard to the lineage after 'Adnaan then there are different sayings. Some of the scholars withhold and say that they 
don’t know the lineage in detail any further than that. Others mention different names with different numbers of names 
in the list and the verifiers from the scholars say that after 'Adnaan, the lineage is not authentic. All that we know after

• It does not suffice for us to believe that the Messenger sallAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam was merely 
Allaah’s Messenger. Rather, He is a Messenger to all mankind and jinn. 

• Obedience to him sallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam is obligatory upon the whole of the creation as his 
Messengership is universal. 

• It is kufr (disbelief) to believe that he iallAllaahu 'alayhi n'a sallam was a Messenger sent only to the Arabs. 

• It is obligatory to believe that: (1) he is the slave of Allaah and His Messenger, (2) he is the last of the Prophets 
and there is no Prophet after him and (3) his Messengership was universal to all mankind and jinn. 

• Whoever truly believes in him will enter Paradise, and whoever does not, will enter the Fire. 


'Adnaan, is that 'Adnaan was a descendent of the Messenger of Allaah, Ismaa.eel ' alayhis-salaam, who was the son of the 
Messenger of Allaah, Ibraaheem 'alayhis-salaam, who was the son of Aazar. And beyond that we don’t know; except that 
Ibraaheem 'alayhis-salaam was a descendent of the Messenger of Allaah, Nooh ' alayhis-salaam and that Nooh 'alayhis- 
salaam was a descendent of Aadam 'alayhis-salaam.

The Explanation - Point [45] 

After you have eemaan (truly believe) in Allaah the Mighty and Majestic, and you have eemaan (truly 
believe) in His Messenger s_allAllaahu 'alayhi wa sallam, then, you have eemaan (truly believe) that the 
Qur.aan is the Speech of Allaah; because this is what the Messenger of Allaah sa//A//aahu ' alayhi wa 
sallam came with, and Allaah sent down the Qur.aan to him. And this Qur.aan is not from the 
speech of Muhammad sallAllaahu ' alayhi iva sallam nor is it from the speech of Jibreel; rather, it is just 
the Speech of Allaah, the Mighty and the Majesdc. Allaah spoke with it, and Jibreel took it from 
Allaah, and the Prophet 'alayhis-salaatu was-salaam took it from Jibreel ' alahis-salaam , and the Ummah 
(this nation) took it from the Prophet lallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam. 

So, it is the Speech of Allaah; it originated from Him, He the One free of all imperfections. Jibreel 
did not take it from Al-hawh Al-Mahfoo % e^JLII - the Preserved Tablet) as the people of 

misguidance say. And it is not from the speech of Jibreel nor Muhammad; rather, it is from the 
Speech of the Lord of the whole of creation. And as for Jibreel and Muhammad ' alayhimas_-s_alaatu 
was-salaam , then those two were Messengers who conveyed from Allaah the Mighty and Majestic. 
For speech is said by, and attributed to, the one who initially spoke it; not the one who said it only as 
one conveying and transmitting it. 

So, those who say that Jibreel took it from the Preserved Tablet or who say that Allaah created it 
within something and then Jibreel took it from that thing, then whoever says this is a kaafir 
(disbeliever) in Allaah the Mighty and Majestic, who has disbelieved with kufr which takes them out 
of the Religion, as is the saying of the Jahmiyyah and the Mu'ta-ylah and those who follow their way. 
So it (the Qur.aan) is the Speech of Allaah - its letters and its meanings; Allaah spoke with it as He 
wished. So, we describe Allaah with the Attribute of His having spoken; and Al-Kalaam (Speech) is 
from Allaah’s Attributes which are actions ( sjfaatihil-fi'liyyah ). And the ‘how’ ( kayfiyyah ) or the 
manner in which He spoke with it, then in that regard we say, “Allaah knows best about that.” So, 
this is just like the rest of His Attributes, we have eemaan in them but we do not know how they are. 
So the meaning is known but as for ‘how’, then that is unknown to us.

The Explanation - Point [46] 

Meaning: that the Qur.aan descended from Allaah; Allaah spoke with it and sent it down. It did not 
descend from someone else besides Him, and it did not originate from someone other than Him. It 
is not as they say, that it originated from Jibreel or from the Preserved Tablet or from somewhere in 
mid-air. Rather, it began from Allaah and Jibreel heard it and he conveyed it to the Prophet 
sallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam as ivahy (revelation) and the Prophet sallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam , he 
conveyed it to the people. And if this Qur.aan had been from the speech of humans then someone 
from the people would have been able to bring a soorah the like of it. So, since they are unable to do 
this, then this shows that it is indeed the Speech of Allaah, the Mighty and Majestic. He the Most 
High said, 



And if you are in any doubt about that which We sent down to Our slave (Muhammad 
sallAllaahu alayhi wa sallam), then bring a soorah like it and call your witnesses besides 

Allaah upon that, if you are truthful.

So, Allaah rendered them incapable of doing that, even though they were Arabs and eloquent in the 
language. And the Qur.aan is in the language of the Arabs and is in the letters which they spoke 
with, and they were eager to oppose the Messenger sallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam; and if it was within 
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their ability to resist and oppose this Qur.aan, they would not have saved any efforts to do so. So 
when they were unable to do that, then this shows that it is indeed the Speech of Allaah, which is 
not approached by falsehood from in front nor from behind.

So those who have eemaan (truly believe) in Allaah and His Messenger, they believe that the Qur.aan 
is the Speech of Allaah, the Mighty and Majestic, and that Muhammad s_alLAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam 
was just one who conveyed (the Message) from Allaah.

Indeed, it is the Speech brought by an honourable Messenger (Jibreel ' alayhis-salaatri)

So what is meant by its being ascribed to Jibreel, is from the aspect of conveying; since it is not 
possible that this Qur.aan is from the Speech of Allaah and from the speech of Jibreel. Speech does 
not come except from one; so it is not possible to describe it as being the Speech of more than one. 
And its being ascribed to Allaah is haqeeqiyyah (true and real) and as for its being ascribed to Jibreel, 
then (it is) from the aspect of conveying it ( tableegh - s+Lj). And in another aayah. 





Indeed it is Speech conveyed by an honourable Messenger and it is not the speech of a poet; 

little it is that you believe.

Meaning: Muhammad sallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam. So its being ascribed to him is an ascription of 
conveying ( table egh ) . So He, the One free of all imperfections, sometimes ascribes it to Himself, and 
sometimes to Jibreel and sometimes to Muhammad ( sallAllaahu 'alayhi iva sallam). And one and the 
same speech cannot have been spoken by more than one. So therefore, its being ascribed to Allaah 
is an ascription with regard to its origin and that it is His Speech, and its being ascribed to Jibreel 
and Muhammad is an ascription of conveying.

Points discussed in this excerpt include: 

• The Qur.aan is the Speech of Allaah and it originated from Him; it is not created. 

• One who says that Jibreel took it from the Preserved Tablet has disbelieved with kufr which takes 
him out of the religion. 

• It originated from Allaah as something spoken without us knowing how; and He sent it down to His 
Messenger as revelation. 

• If the Qur.aan was from the speech of humans then someone would have been able to bring a soorah 
the like of it. But they cannot; so this shows that it is indeed the Speech of Allaah. 

• Jibreel and Muhammad ' alayhimas-salaam were just Messengers who conveyed the Message (Qur.aan) 
from Allaah. 

• The same speech cannot have been spoken by more than one. 

• When Allaah mentions: “...Speech brought by an honorable Messenger” and “...Speech 
conveyed by an honorable Messenger”, this ascription to Jibreel and Muhammad 'alayhimas-salaam 
is an ascription of conveying and not of having originally spoken with the Speech. 


1 Translator’s Side Point: In his larger explanation, Ibn Abil-'Izz goes into great detail in explaining these points and if 
you want to see the beauty of the saying of the people of Truth about the Qur.aan being the Speech of Allaah: that it 
originated from Him, He spoke with it and its Letters and Meanings are from His Speech; then if you read the 
explanation and his inclusion of eight (8) sayings of the people of deviation, then you will further see the beauty of this 
speech. 
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
